ANNUAL  REPORT 

for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1935. 


TrplHE  Board  of  Management  presents  the  21st  Annual 
Report  of  the  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  31st  March, 
193^,  together  with  the  Medical  Report,  Audited  Accounts 
and  Balance  Sheet. 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  Board  welcomes  the 
following  new  members  : — 

Councillor  W.  Hallows, 

Councillor  Miss  Annie  Lee, 

(representatives  nominated  by  the  Manchester  Corporation), 
and  Mr.  P.  Redmond  Barry. 

I)r.  Catherine  Chisholm,  the  Senior  Honorary  Visiting 
Physician  of  the  Hospital,  is  to  be  congratulated  on  receiving 
the  Order  of  C.B.E.  from  His  Majesty  The  King. 


EXTENSION  SCHEME. 

The  new  Nurses’  Home  and  the  Medical  Block  containing 
an  enlarged  Laboratory,  X-Ray  and  Massage  Departments 
and  an  Operating  Theatre,  the  building  of  which  was  begun 
early  in  March,  1934,  are  now  nearly  completed.  They 
will  add  much  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Hospital  and  the 
comfort  of  the  staff. 

An  appeal  launched  in  February,  1934,  for  ^  10,00c  has 
now  (March,  1935)  reached  the  excellent  total  of  ^7,067 
8s.  iod.  Of  this,  ^4,890  19s.  7d.  has  been  received  in 
donations.  The  Special  Efforts’  Committee  has  raised 
the  net  sum  of  ^2,176  9s.  3d.,  after  paying  expenses. 
Unfortunately,  various  unexpected  expenses  in  connection 
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with  equipment,  including-  the  installation  of  a  new 
boiler,  and  work  in  connection  with  the  drainage  and  water 
supply  have  increased  the  amount  required  by  at  least  £2,000, 
making  the  sum  still  needed  for  the  present  scheme  approxi¬ 
mately  ^5, 000. 

The  thanks  of  the  Board  are  due  to  the  many  firms  and 
private  individuals  who  have  sent  donations  and  to  all  the 
members  of  the  Special  Efforts’  Committee  who  have  worked 
hard  in  organizing  many  successful  entertainments  and 
efforts. 

Her  Royal  Highness  The  Duchess  of  York  has  graciously 
consented  to  open  the  new  Extension  on  Wednesday,  July 
10th,  1935,  This  Royal  Visit  and  the  fact  that  the  Hospital 
celebrates  its  21st  birthday  in  August  of  this  year,  makes 
the  Members  of  the  Board  particularly  desirous  that  by 
Midsummer  the  whole  of  the  amount  may  be  forthcoming. 
They  confidently  appeal  to  the  many  friends  of  the  Hospital 
to  help  in  reaching  this  goal. 

INCOME  AND  EXPENDITURE. 

Much  of  the  cleaning  and  decorating  of  the  Hospital  and 
many  renewals  of  equipment  which  would  ordinarily  have 
been  carried  out  during-  the  year  have  been  held  over  so  that 
when  the  new  extensions  are  ready  for  occupation,  the  whole 
Hospital  shall  be  in  keeping  with  them.  In  consequence, 
the  accounts  for  the  year  show  an  excess  of  income  over 
expenditure  of  £40  9s.  2d.,  notwithstanding  which  there 
still  remains  an  accumulated  deficit  in  previous  years  of 
^*563  16s.  2d.  The  extensions  themselves  when  open  will 
necessarily  increase  the  cost  of  maintenance  in  addition  to 
which  the  expenditure  hitherto  deferred  for  the  reason  given 
above  is  now  being,  or  will  shortly  be,  incurred.  The 
Honorary  Treasurer  will  therefore  be  grateful  if  subscribers 
and  donors  will  make  the  needs  of  the  Hospital  known  to 
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their  friends,  as  additional  income  will  be  most  welcome 
during-  the  coming  year,  and  indeed  is  essential  to  the  well¬ 
being  of  the  Hospital. 

OUT-PATIENT  DEPARTMENT. 

The  new  arrangement  to  open  the  Out-Patient  Depart¬ 
ment  in  Brook  House  six  days  a  week  has  been  found  to 
work  satisfactorily,  and  much  valuable  work  has  been  done 
both  in  general  Out-Patient  treatment  and  in  the  Massage 
and  Sunlight  Department. 

BUTTERFLY  GUILD. 

The  Butterfly  Guild  with  Mrs.  Harper  as  its  President, 
Mrs.  Pitty  as  Chairman,  Mrs.  A.  Bennett  as  the  Hon. 
Treasurer,  and  Mrs.  Lowey  and  Mrs.  Heywood  as  the  Joint 
Hon.  Secretaries,  has  completed  the  most  successful  year 
in  its  history,  having  paid  the  Cot  Fee  of  ^130  in  full  and  in 
addition  a  special  donation  of  ^,'100  to  the  Extension  Fund, 
earmarked  for  the  purchase  of  furniture  for  the  new  Nurses’ 
Home. 

A  room  in  Brook  House  which  was  put  at  the  disposal  of 
the  Butterfly  Guild  and  decorated  and  furnished  by  its 
members,  has  been  in  constant  use  for  Bridge  and  Whist 
Drives,  entertainments,  sales  of  work,  etc.,  and  has  been 
much  appreciated. 

The  Board  is  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  Guild  for 
their  untiring  help.

T  he  twenty-first  year  of  the  Manchester  Babies’  Hospital 
still  shows  steady  progress,  although  the  work  has  been 
done  under  considerable  difficulty.  The  new  extensions 
necessitated  the  Isolation  Block  being  pulled  down  early  in 
the  autumn  of  1934,  and  the  only  provision  for  isolation 
which  was  possible  was  the  promise  of  the  Sun  Ward  of 
Sidney  McDougall  Block  in  case  infections  occurred.  We 
are  therefore  fortunate  that  so  little  infectious  disease  was 
introduced,  and  the  greatest  credit  is  reflected  on  the  nurs¬ 
ing  staff  that  when  infection  occurred  it  was  so  well 
controlled. 

T'he  other  alterations  in  the  main  building  have,  at  the 
time  of  writing,  been  completed,  and  we  are  fully  recom¬ 
pensed  for  our  inconveniences.  The  Theatre  is  now  in  work¬ 
ing  order.  The  pathological  work,  owing  to  the  limited 
accommodation,  has  been  particularly  difficult  to  carry  out, 
but  the  new  laboratory  now  provides  everything  that  can  be

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desired.  The  X-Ray  apparatus  is  established  in  a  room  where 
patients  and  operators  alike  are  sale  from  any  possibility  of 
emanations  and  electric  shocks,  and  the  masseuses  have 
ample  room  for  their  treatment.  The  Medical  Committee  are 
very  grateful  to  the  Board  and  the  Special  Efforts’ 
Committee  for  so  greatly  improving  the  facilities  for  their 
work. 

The  accompanying  statistics  show  the  type  of  work 
which  has  been  carried  out.  There  is  little  to  comment 
upon  in  these  figures,  except  that  the  diagnoses  are  made 
from  the  condition  of  the  patient  on  entry,  and  this  accounts 
for  some  apparent  discrepancies,  i.e. ,  cases  of  Pemphigus. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  in  December  the  consultations  in 
the  Out-Patient  Department  are  increasing  rapidly  and  both 
they  and  the  treatment  in  the  massage  department  are  still 
going  up. 

We  are  fortunate  in  having  Miss  Hey  worth,  who  is 
doing  very  valuable  work  in  respiratory  exercises  and  in  the 
treatment  of  minor  deformities. 

During  the  early  part  of  1934  Mrs.  Stewart  was  con¬ 
ducting  a  research  into  the  Anaemias  of  the  Premature 
Child.  Unfortunately  she  had  to  leave  to  go  up  to  London, 
but  she  has  drawn  up  a  report  of  the  work  she  has  so  far 
finished. 

This  year  is  marked  by  the  realization  of  one  of  the 
ambitions  of  the  Manchester  Babies’  Hospital.  It  is  now 
working  in  co-operation  with  the  University  Teaching  De¬ 
partment  in  Children’s  Diseases,  and  Dr.  Chisholm  and  Dr. 
Guthrie  have  been  appointed  respectively  Clinical  Lecturer 
and  Clinical  Demonstrator  in  Children’s  Diseases.  During 
the  winter,  students  attend  the  Hospital  for  clinical  instruc¬ 
tion  on  the  work  in  the  Out-Patient  Department. 


The  usual  lectures  to  probationers  have  been  given  by 
Mrs.  McCrea,  Drs.  Guthrie,  Read,  Wells,  Robinson  and 
Chisholm. 

Again  the  Medical  Staff  wish  to  record  their  high  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  work  of  the  Matron,  the  Nurses,  and  the 
Secretarial  Staff.
